QUEBES, Aug. 13 (AP).—<A 
Moscow announcement that Rus- 
sia was not invited to sit in on 
the councils which President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill will open here soon sug- 
gested today the conferences 
would emphasize military rather 
than political aspects of Allied 
war plans. 

There has been no definite an- 
nouncement of the subjects with 
which the conference will deal 
nor when the talks will begin. 
Churchill, now absent from Que- 
bec, visited Niagara Falls yester- 
day and then left for an unan- 
nounced destination. 


The Russian announcement, re 
eorded in London by the Soviet 
Monitor, was broadcast by the of- 
ficial Soviet news agency Tass 
which said it had been authorized 
to state that “the Soviet Govern- 
ment did not receive an invitation 
to be present at the meeting.” 


Soviet Explanation. 


“And because of the nature of 
the conference,” the announce- 
ment added, “the participation of 
any one representative of the So 
viet Government at the meeting 
in Quebec was not and is not en- 
visaged.” 

(London dispatches said the 
Russian disclosure that its repre- 
sentatives had not been included 
in the conference plans was inter- 
preted there as meaning Japan 
and problems of the war in the 
Pacific loomed large in .discus- 
sions at Quebec. Russia is not at 
war with Japan.) 


Russian desires for another 
front recently have been under- 
scored, and the question of an in- 
vasion of Europe continues the 
most provocative topic likely to 
appear on the Quebec agenda. 

Roosevelt and Churchill may 
have made their decisions already 
on that point. If they have, un- 
doubtedly -they will wish to re- 
examine them now and perhaps 
make the final determinations of 
the exact invasion routes, the num-

GAS RATION ANNOUNCEMENT 
STARTS RUN ON OIL STATIONS 


Motorists Fill Tanks 


Coupons Will Be Worth 3 Gallons in Mid- 
west, Starting Sunday Midnight. 


After OPA Discloses 


A run on gasoline filling stations 
began here today as it was an- 
nounced by the Office of Price 
Administration that gasoline ra- 
tion coupons, now worth four gal- 
lons each in Central and Midwest- 
ern states, would be cut in value 
to three gallons each, beginning at 
midnight Sunday. 


Formal announcement of the cut, 
it was learned, would be made late 
today by the OPA at Washington. 
Originally the announcement was 
to have been made Sunday but, 
it was said, “leaks” of the prospec- 
tive devaluation through OPA re- 
gional offices resulted in the 
change in plans. 


The devaluation of coupons will 
affect B and C book holders as 
well as those who hold the basic 
A ration, and will extend the re- 
stricted gasoline area from the 


Eastern seaboard to all states east 
of the Rocky Mountains. The re- 
duction will not affect the Far 
West. 

Gasoline retailers reported that 
announcement of the impending 
cut brought an immediate increase 
in she the beginning of busi- 
ness today. The natural eagerness 
of motorists to get full allowance 
value for their coupons before the 
devaluation probably will result in 
last minute stampede, station oper- 
ators said. One operator said he 
had ajready rounded up a staff of 
14 attendants for duty Sunday. 

Following reports that some mo- 
torists already were asking dealers 
to fill buckets and other eontainers 
with gasoline, W. H. Bryan, OPA 
district director here, warned that 
such sales are illegal and that sta-

EGAN GANGSTER 
SHOT, BADLY HURT 


Gus. Dietmeyer Wounded 
by Lloyd Stone, a Taxi- 
cab Driver, Who Gives 
Up to Police. 


Gus Dietmeyer, a gunman for the 
old Egan gang, was shot and criti- 
cally wounded at 9 a. m. today in 
a fight with Lloyd Stone, a taxi- 
cab driver, in a saloon at Vande- 
venter and Garfield avenues, 

Shot twice in the abdomen and 
once in the back, Dietmeyer was 
taken to City Hospital, where he 
said he was Mike Dale, a war plant 


worker. 
While police were investigating, 
Stone telephoned Assistant Chief 
of Detectives Thomas Dirrane, 
told him he had shot a man he 
thought was Dietmeyer, in a fight, 
and wanted to surrender. 
Picked up by Dirrane at Kings- 
highway and Delmar boulevard, 
Stone related that he shot Diet- 
meyer with the gangster’s own re- 
volver after Dietmeyer drew the 
weapon and ordered. him to “stay 
out of North St. Louis—we don't 
want you here.” 

Waitress’s Versfon. 
A different version of the shoot- 
ing was given to police by Mrs. 
Dorothy May Horn, a waitress, 
who said that Stone, objecting to 
her recent association with Diet- 
meyer, left the saloon, returned 
about 10 minutes later with a re- 
volver and opened fire at Diet- 
meyer. 

Mrs. Horn said she went to the 
saloon, at 3869 Garfield avenue, to 
cash a check and there encoun- 
tered Dietmeyer.

CLEVELAND, Aug. 13 (AP).— 
The bodies of Charles and James 


Collins, 13-year-old twins missing 
more than 24 hours, were found 
today in a woods “near a road in 
suburban Bay Village. They had 
been shot to death. 

Detective Inspector Frank W. 
Story said a 19-year-old Lakewood 
youth, recently released from the 
psychopathic ward of a hospital, 
had confessed the shootings and 
also an attack Wednesday on 
Jack Buchanan, 9-year-old son of 
City Food Inspector E. B. Buch- 
anan. 

The youth, one of several su- 
spects arrested in connection with 
the Collins boys’ disappearance 
and the attack on the Buchanan 
boy, led detectives straight to the 
scene where he earlier said the 
shooting occurred. 

Story reported the youth had 
been arrested at his home after it 
was learned he had not been at 
home at the time the Buchanan 
boy was abducted. 

At first, the suspect denied any 
connection with the disappearance 
of the Colline brothers, but later 
admitted shooting them. 

“I shot them for the heck of it,” 
detectives quoted the youth as 
saying. 

The twins’ bodies were found 
about three miles from the place 
where the Buchanan boy was left 
helpless in a field by his attacker. 

The Collins brothers disappeared 
on the way from their home to a 
country clus, where they were

LONDON, Aug. 13 (AP). — The 
Russian Government, taking notice 
of discussion centering around its 
absence from the forthcoming 
Roosevelt-Ckurchill talks, said to- 
day it had not been invited to 
take part and that “because of the 
nature of the conference participa- 
tion was not and is not en- 
vi ” 

The official Soviet news agency 
Tass in a Moscow broadcast is- 
sued an authorized statement say- 
ing that foreign reports that Rus- 
sia would attend the talks “are 
based on a misunderstanding.” 

President Roosevelt already had 
disciosed in Washington that Rus- 
sian representatives would not at- 
tend the conference, but he said 
that did not mean he would not 
be awfully glad to have them 
present, 

Text of Russian Statement. 


The text of the Soviet statement 
as broadcast by the Moscow radio 
follows: 

“The Tass news agency denies 
that Stalin or any representative 
of the Soviet Government will par- 
ticipate at the forthcbming meet- 
ing between President Roosevelt 
and Mr, Churchill. 

“The British Reuters agency, 
basing itself on the American ra- 
dio station Columbia, reporting on 
the meeting now taking place in 
Quebec of Roosevelt and Churchill 
suggested that leaders of the So- 
viet Government should be present. 
(The meeting actually has not oc- 
curred yet so far as is known.) 

“On the other hand the British 
newspapers Daily Telegraph, Morn- 
ing Post and Dally Express, and 
some others, published a report 
that the Soviet military attache 
will be present at the Anglo-Amer- 
ican talks as an observer. 

“Tass is authorized to state that 
these reports are based on a mis- 
understanding. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment did not receive an invi- 
tation to be present at the meet- 
ing, and because of the nature of 
the conference the participation 
of any one representative of the 
Soviet Government at the meet- 
ing in Quebec was not and is not 
envisaged.” 

First Translation Changed. 


Prior to broadcast of this official 
Tass text in English the Soviet 
monitor had recorded the state- 
ment in Russian and translated the 
last sentence to read that partici- 
pation “wag not and is not sug- 
gested.” 

Both British and American 
newspapers have expressed con- 
cern over the absence of Stalin 
or other high Russian leaders. 
Axis capitals originally broadcast 
reports that Stalin was going to 
attend, then made much of the 
fact that he wasn’t going to be 
present in order to suggest that 
all was not well in the United 
Nations coalition. 

First London reaction to the 
Tass statements was that the 
talks would deal primarily with 
the war on Japan, some quarters 
regarding the reference to the 
“nature” of the conference signifi- 
cant. Since Russia is not at war 
with Japan, it is not likely that 
Russia would be invited to any 
conference concerned chiefly with 
fighting in the Pacific. 

The wording of the Moscow an- 
mouncement made it seem clear, 
however, that Premier Stalin had 
been given advance details of the 
conference. In this connection, 
it was recalled that the Ameri- 
can and British ambassadors con- 
ferred with Stalin this week. 

There was even speculation that 
the ambassadors may . have 
warned Stalin of the possibility 
of an impending Japanese attack 
on Russia. 

Comment on Stalin’s Absence. 

The London Times said 
Russia’s absence at Quebec: 

“Terms of the Anglo-Soviet 
treaty as well as future prospects 
of a balanced and stable European 
settlement demand with a logic 
which is unequivocal and inescap- 
able that Russia should be brought 
into full partnership at every stage 
of consultation and decision. Re- 
gret will be widely felt ... it 
has once more proved impractica- 
ble to make a meeting between Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill a tri- 
partite session.” 

Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden's Yorkshire Post, which 
earlier in the,week said it under- 
stood that Stalin had been invited 
‘but was unable to attend, asserted 
that it saw two obvious re&sons 
why he was not present. 

“The first is that he is engaged 
in the supreme direction of Rus- 
sia’s military policy at a time 
when the Red Army is devoting 
its major resources to offensive 
actions,” the Post said. 

“The second reason is, that 
Russia is not at war with Japan. 
Stalin could not take part in the 
strategic planning of operations 
against a country with which his 
Government ia officially at peace; 
and it would not be practicable to 
divide the Quebec conferences into 
two watertight sections, one con-

QUEBEC, Aug. 13 (AP).—The 
youthful wing commander who led 
the British air. squadrons which 


bombed the Eder and Moehne dams 
in Germany, said yesterday he 
thought there would be greater air 
activity: over Berlin, but that he 
would give his right hand to bomb 
Japan. 
Emphatically, Wing Commander 
G. P. Gibson declared, “I'd love it.” 
Gibson, who has made 174 sorties 
over enemy territory and wears 
Britain’s highest award, the Vic- 
toria Cross, came to Canada with 
Prime Minister Churchill to visit 
pilot training camps in Canada. He 
said he would spend six weeks in 
the dominion, then make the 
rounds of United States camps for 
another four weeks. 
He observed his twenty-fifth 
birthday yesterday by holding a 
press conference. Smilingly, he ad- 
mitted that Churchill does not call 
him by his first name but desig- 
nates him as the “dam buster.” 
It was last May 17 that Gibson's 
squadrons of Lancaster bombers 
swept down the Ruhr valley and 
breached two of Germany's key 
dams. The damage from flood wa- 
ters was even’greater than was ex- 
pected, Gibson said, but the full ex- 
tent of the damage will become ap- 
parent in» September, when the 
Ruhr River runs nearly dry. 
Two Month’s Training. 
The wing commander said two 
months of training, including prac- 
tice attacks on Welsh dams, pre- 
ceded the operation in Germany. 
“We knew the losses would be 
high because of the nature of the 


job,” he asseretd. 
deter anyone because we knew the 
military value of the thing was 
such that losses had to be accept- 
ed.” He described the effective- 
ness of daylight precision bombing 
—the task assigned to American 
bombers based in England—as “ab- 
solutely terrific.” This type of 
bombing supplements the night 
pattern attacks of the British, per- 
mitting 24-hour operations. 

What the British miss at night, 
the Americans get by day, Gibson 
said. 

To a question whether German 
pilots were deteriorating, the Brit- 
ish flyer replied that not enough 
bomber pilots had been putting in 
an appearance over England to de’ 
termine, but that “fighter pilots 
definitely are.” 

Asked whether they were los 
ing their nerve, Gibson responded 
that they were feeling the effects 
of losses and a deterioration of 
equipment and morale. He con- 
ceded that German night fighters 
are “pretty effective,” but added 
quickly that “our gunners are cop- 
ing with them.” 

Candidly, the handsome flying 
officer admitted that he got the 
“jitters” before a big operation 
and that attacks on Italy were 
his favorite because they were 
the safest. He said he had been 
over Berlin eight times. 

Not Wounded in 8 Years. 

Gibson never has been wounded 
and never has bailed out of a ship 
in the eight years he has been 
with the Royal Air Force. How- 
ever, he was shot down, too low 
to parachute,. by a night fighter 
over his home base.

ADAK, Alaska, Aug. 12 (De- 
layed) (AP), — In @ raid which 
caught the Japanese by surprise, 


nine United States Liberators 
dropped fragmentation and incen- 
diary bombs yesterday on Para- 
mushiro and Shimusho in the 
Kurile Islands, fought off 40 en- 
emy fighting planes and shot down 
at least five. 

Two American planes failed to 
return. an Liberators were 
damaged but returned without cas- 
ualties 


Returning pilots reported no 
enemy planes were in the air as 
they arrived over the target. The 
raid apparently caught, the Japa- 
nese completely by surprise as did 
the first Paramushiro bombing 
July 20. 

‘One force concentrated on the 
Kataoka naval base, while the sec- 
ond group worked on the Japa- 
nese Army’s Kashiwabara base. 

Zeros, land-based Japanese 
fighters and float fighters rose to 
intercept the Liberators after 
bombs had been dropped on sev- 
eral targets, starting fires among 
enemy installations. 

The battle, fought for 45 min- 
utes in clear weather, was the first 
dog fight in the North Pacific 
area since American fighters drove 
off and destroyed Japanese bomb- 
ers attempting to raid the Amer- 
ican landing force on Attu three 
months ago.

Desperately fighting with their 
backs to the sea, the Japanese 
faced the same choice as in the 
closing days of Guadalcanal. Their 
decision then was to evacuate im- 
portant officers and technicians 
and jeave the rank and file to fight 
to the death and so delay the 
American advance as long as pos- 
sible. 

Regardless of how long Bairoko 
holds out, another nail was ham- 
mered into the Japanese coffin 
with the capture of Munda airport 
from the enemy, officially con- 
firmed on Saturday, first anniver- 
sary of our ousting the Japanese 
from Guadalcanal’s Henderson 
Field, 

Munda’s Importance. 

Some may say that Munda is a 
small nail. That may be true rela- 
tively. New 
island and remote from Tokyo. 
However, Munda has great stra- 
tegic value because of the impor- 
tant role it can play in the near 
future in biasting the Japanese 
out of Rabaul, New Britain, their 
strongest bastion south of Truk.

Lewis to the AFL leaves the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers’ boss still a lone 
wolf in the labor movement and 
strengthens the possibility that 
continued defiance of the Govern- 
ment on his part will be met with 
“sanctions.” 

The Post-Dispatch has learned 
that there is a present strong dis- 
position among the labor-policy 
makers of the Government to ap- 
ply “sanctions” if Lewis remains 
obdurate, and that these may take 
the form of depriving the UMW of 
the union shop and the check-off. 

Under the union shop (a variant 
of the closed shop system) a work- 
er within a given period after his 
employment must join the union 
concerned or lose his job. The 


check-off is a device making the 
employer an agent for the collec- 
tion of union dues. In the mines 
now under Government operation 
as the result of strikes, the Govern- 
ment is in the anomalous position 
of acting as dues collector for a 
union whose activities caused the 
seizure of the mines and which is 
still holding out against a direc- 
tive order of the National War La- 
bor Board. 
Won't Obey Order. 

This defiance of the WLB— 
which means defiance of the Gov- 
ernment—consists in the refusal of 
the UMW to obey the board’s or- 
der of last June 18, when, in de- 
clining to grant the union’s portal- 
to-portal pay demand, the board 
directed the signing of a two-year 
wage contract carrying a  no- 
strike pledge for the duration of 
the war. The contract terms laid 
down by the board would give the 
miners, as against their original 
demand for a $2-a-day wage _  in- 
crease, a number of small benefits 
aggregating in value about 25 
cents a day. 

The mine operators expressed 
their willingness to accept the di- 
rective order. The union ignored 
the order. Subsequent events have 
obscured the issue, but the issue 
remains precisely as it was last 
June. Stripped of technicalities, 
it is whether or not John L. Lewis 
is to be allowed to flout the au- 
thority of the Government. 

In several cases—notably that of 
the Federal Shipbuilding and Dry- 
dock Co. of Kearny, N. J.—the 
Government has punished em- 
ployer defiance of the WLB or its 
predecessor, the National Defense 
Mediation Board, by seftzure of the 
offender's plant. That is to say, 
the President, in upholding the 
authority of the WLB, has imposed 
“sanctions.” 

Punished the Operators. 

The issue- of Lewis versus the 
Government poses the question 
whether the Government is to con- 
tinue to penalize employers for 
noncompliance while allowing the 
UMW immunity. Seizure of the 
mines was no punishment of the 
union. It was the _ operators, 
rather, who got it in the neck. 

For the first time, the Govern- 
ment is confronted with recalci- 
trance by an international union. 
Other cases of union defiance have 
involved local unions acting with- 
out the approval of their interna- 
tional officers. Lewis, in other 
words, is the only international 
union leader who has not observed 
the no-strike pledge given by labor 
soon after Pear] Harbor: 

As employers have been penal- 
ized through plant seizures, so in 
a number of instances offending 
local unions have been punished 
through the refusal of the WLB to 
grant them the maintenance-of- 
union-membership. clause or 
through the- withdrawal of this 
clause from an existing contract. 
Lewis, by contrast, in a case in- 
volving the entire membership— 
over 500,000—of an international 
union of critical importance to the 
war effort, has thus far escaped 
all penalties. 

Such is*the background of what 
appears to be another approaching 
crisis in the relations of Lewis and 
the Government. The imminence 
of a probable showdown contrib- 
uted greatly to the satisfaction 
with which Washington official- 
dom received the news of the 
whittling-down of Lewis’ formid- 
able stature by the AFL executive 
council at Chicago. The Govern- 
ment would much rather deal with 
a Lewis outside the AFL than a 
Lewis restored to its protective 
fold.

Will. Lewis then sign the con- 
tract which thus far he has re- 
fused to sign or will he, as he can 
do with perfect legality under the 
Connally-Smith Act, precipitate 
another strike? He gave himself 
an advance alibi for another strike 
in laying down the terms under 
which the miners resumed work in 
June, The truce as prescribed by 
Lewis, with his policy committee 
as mouthpiece, was to last to Oct. 
31, but with the reservation that 
the Government should continue 
to operate the mines during that 
period. The arrangement, it was 
stipulated, was to come to an im- 
mediate end if the Government 
prior to Oct.°31 should vacate its 
control of the mines, 


So the question arises whether 
the strike threat implicit in this 
announcement will be carried out 
if and when the Government, com- 
plying with the clear direction of 
the Connally-Smith Act, returns 
the mines to their private oper- 
ators. 


It is not settled how the Gov- 
ernment will proceed against Lewis 
if he remains defiant. Indeed, the 
future of the whole troubled coal 
mine situation remains clouded 
with uncertainty. But one possible 
source of new trouble was re- 
moved when the AFL leaders at 
Chicago acted to keep Lewis out 
of the Federation’s October con- 
vention. That action, moreover, 
did its bit toward destroying the 
legend of John L’s invincibility 
and, in so doing, strengthened the 
hand of those in the Administra- 
tion who believe in an uncompro- 
mising attitude toward Lewis. It 
remains to be seen whether the 
current “let’s get tough” talk will 
be translated into action,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13 (AP).

Announcing the return of Young 
to his previous job as janitor, Ar- 
thur E. Cook, assistant architect 
of the Capitol, disclosed today 
that the Capitol’s war against ro- 
dents has been fought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion.

UNITS IDLE DUE TO 
LACK OF WORKERS 


West Coast Plants Could 
Produce 21 Million 
Pounds a Month, 
Haven't Made Any.. , 


WASHINGTON, Aug. id (AP).— 
Seven brand new West Coast 
aluminum plant units able to turn 
out 21 million pounds of the vital 
metal monthly have been idle for 
lack of man power since their com- 
pletion months ago, it was learned 
today at the War Production 


Board. 

Enough workers to do the job 
have been hired but quit, explained 
a WPB official, who said: 

“All seven units, located in labor- 
tight areas and operated by the 
Aluminum Co. of America, need 
only a total of 1000 workers to 
do the task for which they were 
built by the Government at a cost 
of millions of dollar: 

“Two of the units—all of them 
convert aluminum powder into the 
metal -- were completed eight 
months ago, one in March, one in 
May and three in June. In order 
to rush coastruction of them they 
were given super-vriority rating on 
materials at the expense of other 
essential war need.. 

“They have not turned out an 
ounce’ of the 21 million pounds 
monthly they were expected to 
produce. Meanwhile, other similar 
units are being completed else- 


where,” s 3

He explained further: 

Idleness' of these West Coast 
“reduction” units is tying up power 
facilities set up for them by one of 
the nation’s greatest dams. No at- 
tempt to convert that power to 
other uses can be made while it 
is possible for the aluminum man 
power needs to be met, 

Emphasizing tha.. among the 
Aluminum Co.’s West oCast opera- 
tions only the specified “reduction” 
units were idle, the official said: 
In April, May and June Alcoa 
hired 1500 persons, more than nec- 
essary to operate all seven idle 
units at capacity, but the labor 
turnover was so high that those 
who remained had to be trans- 
ferred into other company opera- 
tions: to make up for man-power 
losses there. 

The “reduction” units, in order 
to function at all, must operate 24 
hours a day every day because of 
the nature of their job. 


The official said: 


“Working in those reduction 
units is hot and often unpleasant 
work. Some of them in the North- 
west have a starting pay of 87% 
cents an hour, equal to that in 
shipyards and higher than in air- 
craft plants. 

“Workers have quit the Alcoa 
plants for various reasons, one of 
them to go into shipyards where 
the up-grading is faster and more 
profitable. That means that, al- 
though the shipyard and aluminum 
workers start at the same pay 
rate, im the former they can move 
faster into better paying jobs. We 
have. been trying with the War 
Labor Board for certain wage ad- 
justments.” | 


WPB and the War Manpower 
Commission, the official said, are 
trying to solve not only Alcoa’s 
West Coast problem but the man- 
power difficulties of other alumi- 
num plants in this country where 
labor turnover has been high. 

Employment in the United 
States reached a record peak of 
54,300,000 during July, the Census 
Bureau reported today. The net 
increase of 900,000 over June, the 
bureau said, resulted primarily 
from the entrance of students into 
the labor force with the close of 
the school year. 


The July total was 300,000 above 
the previous high recorded in 
July and August of last year.

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DONNELL CALLS ° 
UN HENNINGS FOR 
MELENDES REPORT 


Encloses Hull’s Letter 
Asking Reasons for Re- 
lease of Detectives In- 
dicted in Case. 


Gov. Forrest C. Donnell today 
called on Circuit Attorney Thomas 
C, Hennings for a report on inves- 
tigations into the death of Ed- 
ward Melendes in a police cell 
July 27, 1942, after a brutal beat- 
ing. 

Enclosed with the Governor’s 
letter were copies of a letter from 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull to 
Donnell asking for information on 
the “underlying reasons” for re- 
lease of three city detectives once 
under manslaughter indictment in 
Melendes’ death, and a letter from 
the Mexican Ambassador to Hull. 
The Ambassador declared that

country are alarmed in the face 
of the negative results which weak 
efforts to clarify this case have 
produced up to this time.” 

Donnell’s request to Hennings, 

hedged with qualifications as to 
the Circuit Attorney's legal right 
to comply, asked for a “summary 
of the proceedings which have 
thus far occurred, insofar as such 
summary can be legally furnished 
to me for further transmittal by 
me, in the investigation of the 
cause of death of Melendes and in 
the prosecution of persons charged 
with having caused such death.” 
Hennings was also asked to pro- 
vide a statement setting forth 
“what are, in your opinion (to 
quote Mr. Cordell Hull), ‘the rea- 
sons underlying the release of the 
persons charged with the death 
of Melendes’?” 
Donnell noted that Hull was 
under the impression that a deci- 
sion was made to try the accused 
men on a charge of manslaughter 
rather than on a charge of mur- 
der, and asked Hennings to ex- 
plain, if he felt at liberty to do so, 
why the three detectives were 
charged with manslaughter rather 
tha rst degree murder and why 
Andrew Brinkley was charged 
with second degree rather than 
first degree murder.

EXCISE TAX ON SLAUGHTER

The walking out 
of the machinists also was to be 


Prospect of the affiliation of 
the Mechanics’ Society indicates a 
death blow to the Confederated 
Unions of America, formed here 
last October as a third labor move- 
ment, since the Mechanics’ So- 
ciety was ite nucleus. 

The AFL, through its council, re- 
affirmed its traditional nonpar- 
tisan political policy when it de- 
cided not to indorse any particular 
party but to vote for candidates 
who are regarded as friendly to 
labor, irrespective of party. 

When the council rejected a CIO 
proposal for a coalition political 
committee to further labor's politi- 
cal obpectives, William Green, AFL 
president, explained that the AFL 
would conduct its own political 
program “without becoming en- 
tangled with committees formed 
by other organizations.” 

“We are of the opinion,” Green } 
observed, “that we could not afford 
to jeopardize the success of our 
nonpartisan policies by being en- 
tangled with other policies,” 
Green indicated that one of the 
factors influencing the council in 
its decision to run its own politi- 
cal show was a fear that participa- 
tion in coalition groups might lead 
to “left wing” indorsements which 
would prove to be embarrassing 
to the traditionally conservative 
AFL.

The 
British advance up the east coast 
was an ever-growing threat of com- 
plete entrapment of this Nazi 
force. 

A field dispatch filed by Joseph 
Morton, Associated Press corre- 
spondent, from an advanced Amer- 
ican air base in Sicily said the 
Allies’ bomb-safety line was shifted 
late yesterday to a point east of 


Randazzo. Thus ended the aerial 
attacks by American and British 
flyers, who have literally blown 
the town to pieces. The bomb- 
gafety line, denoted on terrain 
maps, protects Allied ground troops 
from accidental bombardment by 
friendly planes. 


Morton’s dispatch said the Axis‘ 


forces were throwing up solid 
walls of flak around their few 
remaining island strongholds and 
points of embarkation. 

Gantlet of Big Guns. 

If an Allied formation were to 
circle enemy-held territory by fly- 
ing along the coast and down the 
battle line, he wrote, it would have 
to run a gantlet of more than 60 
batteries of 48mm. guns and 
scores of pompoms and cannons 
of lesser caliber.

to combat the Allies’ overwhelm- 
ing air superiority. 

Many of the strongest batteries 
in the Axis corner of the island 
are solidly emplaced, particularly 
along the northern coast of the 
Messina Strait. Mobile guns are 
strung along the front and on 
highways. 

Some Allied flyers recently have 
found enemy gunners interspers- 
ing the usual “black” flak with 
shells producing red, purple, pink 
and even phosphorescent smoke. 


One of the most unusual things 
about the defense of the skies of 
the northeast corridor is the dif- 
ference between German and Ital- 
lan gunnery. The Italian guns 
throw up beautiful patterns of 
shells—before the bombers come 
in range and after they are gone. 


There. is virtually no organized 
resistance by Italian troops re- 
maining in Sicily. One Italian de- 
tachment surrendered voluntarily, 
yesterday, pleading lack of trans- 
port to escape. 

United States naval units bom- 
barded roads, railway and high- 
way bridges ,east from Piraimo 
to Marina di Patti on _ Sicily’s 
northeast coast yesterday and 
probably destroyed an important 
highway tunnel, Allied headquar- 
ters disclosed. This area is about 
six miles east of Cape Orlando. 

British naval units heavily 
bombarded road areas of Taor- 
mina, Nazi supply port about 10 
miles north of the Eighth Army 
vanguard, and penetrated Mes- 
sina straits to attack enemy hold- 
ings in the Cape Ali area twice 
in a few hours late Monday and 
early Tuesday. 

At the same time British de- 
stroyers and lighter craft operat- 
ing in the straits and near Cape 
Armi encountered no enemy 
shipping, but came under the fire 
of shore batteries. 

In a daylight bombardment 
Tuesday British naval gunners 
blasted enemy positions on the 
coast between Riposto and Taor-

The British naval assaults on 
Cape Ali positions, only 11 miles 
south of Messina, were among the 
most daring of the Sicilian cam- 
paign since one of the world’s 
heaviest concentrations of artil- 
lery is in the straits zone. 

German §88-millimeter batteries 
were among the weapons which 
exchanged fire with the British 
naval guns. e 

American patrol torpedo boats 
were again reported active Wed- 
nesday night, harassing enemy 
shipping in northeast Sicilian 
waters. 
eNoland Norgaard, Associated 
Press correspondent with the 
Eighth Army, reported that orders 
left behind by the withdrawing 
Germans decreed that Italian 
troops be ruthlessly brushed aside 
and driven from the roads to clear 
a path for the’ retreat on Messina. 

Germans retreating from the 
Randazzo sector have been forced 
by the incessant Allied air attacks 
to move convoys only at night. 
Knocked out vehicles have been 
abandoned at the rate of about one 
every 50 feet, an escaped American 
prisoner said. 

In a late dispatch, Norgaard said 
the German high command had 
established a special headquarters 
to organize the evacuation and 
prepare defenses on the mainland 
against any surprise Allied attack 
on the toe of the Italian boot.

Only One of 14 Bills 


Passed in Lower Cham- 


ber Was Needed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 13.— 
Most of the miscellaneous collec- 
tion of appropriation bills passed 
by the House in four days this 
week, after it refused to perform 
the task for which it was recon- 
vened—that of providing additional 
administrative funds for the State 
Social Security program—probably 
will encounter opposition when the 
Senate returns Monday to consider 

the House legislation. 

The House adjourned late yes- 
terday, subject to recall by Speak- 
er Howard Elliott next week, if 
necessary, after defeating a move 
to discard the already approved 
plan for final adjournment of the 
1943 Legislature on Aug. 23 and 
substitute an indefinite recess. 

Favors Only One Bill. 

State Senator Paul C. Jones 
(Dem.), of Kennett, chairman of 
the powerful Senate Committee 
on Appropriations, told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondént last 
night that, at this time, he thought 
there was need for final passage 
of only one of the bills approved 
by the House. 

That bill, Jones said, is one to 
correct an error wy which the 
Legislature earlier in the session 
inadvertently appropriated $3,500,- 
000 of insurance company premium 
taxes, to be used for free school 
textbooks, for the expired 1941- 
1942 biennial period instead of the 
current 1943-1944 biennium. 

“There may be other bills that 
should be passed,” Jones said. “I 
do not have a complete list of all 
the House bills. But the only bill 
I can see any reason for passing, 
at this time, is the one correcting 
the insurance fund appropriation.” 

As to Social Security Funds, 

Since the House last Wednesday 
rejected warnings by the State So- 
cial Security Commission and Gov. 
Donnell that the $4,460,000 appro- 
priation for social security admin- 
istration was inadequate, and de- 
fied implied threats that Federal 
participation might be withdrawn 
if social security supervision fell 
below required standards, there 
have been suggestions a bill for 
additional funds might be intro- 
duced in the Senate. 

The House refused to accept 
Gov. Donnell’s recommendation 
for $750,000 of additional funds for 
Social Security Administration, 
and defeated a bill carrying the 
recommendation of the House 
Committee on Appropriations for 
$340,000 for that purpose. 

Senator Jones said he knew of 
no Senate members who was con- 
sidering introducing a bill to in- 
crease the social security~- admin- 
istration allowance, and said he 
would oppose such a bill. 

“I think the Social Security 
Commission already has been al- 
lowed enough money to carry on 
its work,” he said. 

The $4,460,000 appropriation for 
administration in 1943 and 1944 is 
approximately $35,000 more than 
the commission spent in 1941 and 
1942. However, this difference will 
not permit salary increases which 
the commission has said would be 
necessary to hold its employes, 
many of whom have been resign- 
ing to accept higher-paid jobs. 

13 of 14 Bills Concern Funds. 

Thirteen of the 14 bills passed 
by the House this week are ap- 
propriation measures or related 
matters. Most of these bills will 
be referred to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Appropriations after 
they are reported to the Senate. 
The fourteenth bill is a duplicate 
of an oil and gasoline tax and 
inspection measure which died in 
a Senate committee earlier in this 
session. 

The appropriation bills passed 
carry $407,800 in charges against 
general revenue and special funds, 
aside from the corrective reap- 
propriation of the $3,500,000 for 
free textbooks. Twelve of the bills 
involve correction of errors or 
oversights, or failure or refusal to 
make appropriations, in connec- 
tion with bills previously passed. 

Nineteen bills were introduced 
this week; two were defeated and 
three are pending in the House. 

One of the pending bills, offered 
yesterday by Representative Fred 
Spearman (Rep.), of Miller County 
after the House refused to over- 
ride Gov. Donnell’s veto of a new 
civilian defense act, would repeal 
an already approved appropriation 
of $100,000 for the existing State 
Council of Defense. 

The Senate, which has been in 
recess since July 16, will reconvene 
at the call of Senator Frank P. 
Briggs of Macon, president pro 
tem, but Monday’s session will be 
a technical one, to receive reports 
from the House. The Committee 
on Appropriations will meet Tues- 
day to pass on House bills. All 
Senate members have been re- 
quested to be here Wednesday 
and Senate leaders hope to dis- 
pose Wednesday or Thursday of 
the House bills which are reported 
out of committee.

The Germans 
had been ordered to hold at all costs and fought hard from their 


strong defensive positions. 


Night after night, tired American 
troops (Maj. Gen. Terry Allen’s 
fighting First Division) attacked. 
Sometimes they managed to cling 
to a ridge, sometimes they were 
shoved back and had to come out 
of their foxholes and trenches to 
try again. 

Mastyl reported to Maj. Charles 
Horner of Doylestown, Pa., his bat- 
talion commander. 


Traveling Light. 

“When you come back if you 
manage to get into the town—give 
L and K Companies directions on 
how to reach Troina,” Horner said. 

“Do you want me to fight if we 
meet anyone? Each man is carry- 
ing a bandolier of ammunition and 
one hand grenade, We are trav- 
eling light.” 

“No, don’t try to fight. 
are too few of you.” 

“O. K. Good-by, sir.” 

“Good-by and good luck, Mastyl.” 

The young lieutenant led his pa- 
trol across the top of the ridge 
into the dusk toward Troina, loom- 
ing dark against the skyline two 
miles east of us. 

We wrapped ourselves in blan- 
kets and lay down in slit trenches 
to get some sleep before Mastyl’s 
return. Overhead the _— shells 
moaned. 

I pulled the blanket over my 
head to light a cigarette, the last 
one in the pack. The blanket felt 
good with a cool wind blowing 
across the ridge. 


Shell-Pocked Cities. 

I wondered if Troina would be 
like all the other shell-pocked cit- 
ies we had passed through. Al- 
ways it seems that the first per- 
sons you see in any wrecked city 
are old women. When everyone 
else has fled, there are old women 
sitting in wrecked doorways or 
peering out of dark rooms. Old 
women and cats. 

It did not vary in Cerami. Every- 
one had fled except four old wom- 
en and the village priest, and on 
Sunday morning after American 
troops occupied the village the 
four old women attended church 
as usual, sitting stiffly before the 
priest as he conducted mass. 

He told them the Americans had 
come as liberators and that they 
must not be frightened. He read 
to them the military proclamation 
prohibiting the possession of fire- 
arms, ordering curfew, outlining 
penalties for those conspiring 
against the American Army. 

And the four old women sat and 
nodded their heads. 

It was 11 o’clock when Lt. Masty] 
came back. 

“We got about half way when a 
machine gun opened up on us,” he 
reported to Horner. “I put my 
men on a ridge and took one man 
with me to try to work around to 
the right, but they opened up with 
rifles and we came back. We found 
a wounded German and talked to 
him, but couldn't get anything out 
of him.” 

“We'll sit tight tonight,” Horner 
said, “and see what happens.”

[trenches. We were up at dawn 
and had a can of meat and beans 
for breakfast, with chocolate dis- 
solved in cold water. 


Orders to Move In. 

“We are going in to Troina,” 
Horner told Capt. Albert H. Smith 
of Baltimore, “Order all the com- 
panies to move.” 

We filed down the ridge and on- 
to a gravel road winding toward 
Troina where Jack Belden, of Time 
and Life magazines, and I joined 
Lt. Everett Booth of East Chicago, 
Ill., whose company was scheduled 
to enter the city first. 

Along the road were burned out 
German halftracks, trucks and 
mobile guns, smashed by shell fire. 
Every culvert was a strong point 
and had been occupied by the 
enemy. They had taken cover un- 
der every ledge and protecting 
bank. 

A single cross gleamed in the 
black ashes of a burned wheat- 
field. On this the Germans had 
written “here lie two American 
soldiers." The names of the men 
were scrawled on a piece of paper. 

At 7:30 a. m. we were about a 
mile from Troina when our dive 
bombers roared out of the sun. 
As the column turned a curve a 
machine gun and rifle chattered 
from the vineyard above. The 
troops took cover behind the bank. 

“Which way did those shots 
come from?” Booth asked. 

“This way,” a soldier said, point- 
ing into the vineyard toward 
Troina, . 


Strong Point Flanked. 


“All right, I'll work my next 
platoon around on the flank,” 
Booth said. 

We crawled back along the bank 
and ran across an exposed place 
into a shallow irrigation. ditch. 
Rifle bullets zipped over our heads 
at intervals as Booth deployed his 
men. 

Our dive bombers roared down 
again, six of them, and in 10 min- 
utes another six. A few minutes 
later another flight dived scream- 
ing down over us. 

We watched the first plane roar- 
ing toward us. It was fascinating 
and terrifying at once to see the 
bomb hurtle from the belly of the 
plane. The fins caught the air, 
the bomb leveled out and crashed 
into the vineyard above us near 
where the snipers had been. 

Another dived in and then anoth- 
er. We lay in the ditch holding 
our breath, making ourselves as 
small as possible. 

“For God’s sake,” Booth shouted, 
“don’t anyone move.’ 

The plane’s machine guns were 
chattering as they raked the road 
which a few minutes before was 
enemy territory. Then they disap- 
peared over the ridge. 

Stripped Off Undershirts. 

“Every man take off his under- 
shirt,” Booth cried. “We'll lay 
them on the ridge over us, and 
dammit, hurry!”

HE fighting in the Mediter- 
T ranean theater has been a 

classic demonstration of the 
role of modern sea power in mod- 
ern war. 

At the beginning, back in 1940, 
there was a tendency to believe 
that sea power, as such, had beer 
air power. This was a muddled 
way of expressing the belief that 
Britain’s Royal Nav. was about to 
be defeated by the Italian air 
force. 

But, as it has worked out, the 
fighting in the Mediterranean has 
not been a contest between air- 
planes and ships. It hes been a 
struggle for mastery of this impor- 
tant sea area, with both sides using 
any anu all available weapons. 

On the one side we have seen the 
German and Italian Air Forces and 
the Italian Navy (plus a few Ger- 
man submarines). On the other 
side we have seen the Royal Air 
Force, the United States Army Air 
Force, the Royal Navy, the United 
States Navy, plus various minor 
Allied units such as ships of the 
Greek Navy, the French Navy, etc.

;s0Olely for reconnaissance purposes. 


Then the Royal Navy trotted out 
the torpedo plane for the attack 
on the Italian ships at Taranto, and 
later in the Battle off Cape Mata- 
pan, In both cases, the planes 
were carrier-based. But the tor- 
pedo-piane attack was still in its 


'infancy—it was seen as a crippling, 


rather than a killing attack. The 
heavy turret gun was still consid- 
ered sea warfare’s killing weapon. 


Land-based aircraft began play- 
ing an important role ir Mediter- 
ranean sea warfare in 1941. To be- 
gin with, the invasion of Crete 
was a new chapter in warfare. On 
that occasion a wide salt water 
barrier was crossed by air trans- 
port, and an invading army landed 
on hostile soil without storming 
the coasts. The Germans, pos- 
sessing none of the conventional 
sea power of ships. there in the 
combat area, were able to use air- 
craft to accomplish their ends, 


Meantime, up in the Sicilian 
Channel in mid-Mediterranean, a 
terrific attempt was »_ing made to 
control sea-borne traffic by the 
use of land-based planes. The Ger- 
man Luftwaffe had arrived on 
Sicily, anu was attacking British 
convoys bound east and west 
through the narrow waters between 
Sicily and Africa. And the Royal 
Air Force, based on Malta, was at- 
tacking Italian convoys as they 
dashed between Italian and North

Roosevelt’s remarks were inter- 
preted in Philippine circles here as 
countering Japanese Premier To- 
jo’s reported pledge to the Japa- 
nese-seized islands that they will 
be made an independent nation by 
end of this year. 


The text of Roosevelt's address 
follows: 

To the people of the Philippines: 

On December 28, 1941, three 
weeks after the armies of the Jap- 
anese launched their attack on 
Philippine soil, I sent a proclama- 
tion to you, the gallant people of 
the Philippines. I said then: 

“I give to the people of the 
Philippines my solemn pledge that 
their freedom will be redeemed 
and their independence established 
and protected. The entire re- 
sources in men and materials of 
the United States stand behind 
that pledge.” 


Promise to Be Kept. 

We shall keep this promise, just 
as we have kept every promise 
which America has made to the 
Filipino people. 

The story of the fighting on 
Bataan and Corregidor—and, in- 
deed, everywhere in the Philip- 
pines—will be remembered so long 
as men continue to respect brav- 
ery, and devotion and determina- 
tion. When the Filipino people 
resisted the Japanese invaders 
with their very lives. They gave 
final proof that here was a nation 
fit to be respected as the equal 
to any on earth, not in size or 
wealth, but in the stout heart and 
national dignity which are the 
true measures of a people. 

That is why the United States, 
in practice, regards your lawful 
government as having the same 
status as the governments of other 
independent nations. That is why 
I have looked upon President Que- 
zon and Vice-President Osmena, 
not only as old friends, but also 
as trusted collaborators in our 
united task. of destroying our com- 
mon enemies in the East as well 
as in the West. 


United Nations Signatory. 

The Philippine government is a 
signatory of the declaration by 
the United Nations, along with 31 
other nations. President Quezon 
and Vice-President Osmena attend 
the meetings of the Pacific war 
council, where the war in the Pa- 
cific is charted and planned. Your 
government has participated fully 
and equally in the United Nations 
conference on food and agricul- 
ture, and a Philippine representa- 
tive is a member of the interim 
commission created by that con- 
ference, and, of course, the Philip- 
pine government will have its 
rightful place in the conferences 
which will follow the defeat of 
Japan. 

These are the attributes of com- 
plete and respected nationhood for 
the Philippines, not a promise but 
a fact> 

As President Quezon himself has 
told you, “the only thing lacking 
is the formal establishment of the 
Philippine Republic.” These words 
of your President were uttered to 
you with my prior knowledge and 
approval, I now repeat them to 
you myself. I give the Filipino 
people my word that the Republic

The United States and the Phil- 
ippines have learned the principles 
of honest co-operation, of mutual 
respect, in peace and in war, 

For those principles we have 
fought—and by those principles we 
shall live. . 


F. D. R.’s Promise Will Encour- 
age Filipinos, Says Quezon. 
SARANAC LAKE, N. Y., Aug. 
18 (AP).—President Manuel L. 
Quezon of the Philippines said last 
night President Roosevelt’s prom- 
ise of full independence for the 
Filipino people after the defeat of 
Japan “will encourage them great- 
President Quezon, who escaped 
from the Philippines after the fall 
of Bataan, issued this statement at 
his Adirondack mountain retreat, 
where he is convalescing from an 

illness: 

“President Roosevelt’s assur- 
ances to the Filipino people, made 
in his speech tonight, will encour- 
age them greatly. Subjected to the 
hardships of enemy occupation, 
and far from the scene of active 
battle, the Filipino people will 
need all the moral support they 
can receive in resisting the blan- 
dishments of Japanese duplicity. 

“President Roosevelt’s promise 
that true Philippine independence 
will come the moment Japan’s 
power is destroyed is in keeping 
with the 45-year record of Philip- 
pine-American friendship. .His re- 
assurance that Japan will soon 
feel the combined might of the 
United Nations will have an equal- 
ly great effect.

it has, he continued. 


Population Shifted. 


“We have no alternative but to 
try, because we have reshuffled 
our people from coast to coast. 
We have moved millions of people 
out of their homes to new loca- 
tions. We have destroyed tens of 
thousands of small businesses. It 
is absolutely impossible to go back 
and restore our people to the 
places they lived before the war 
started and our businesses to the 
condition in which they then 
were.” 

If the country leaps to its op- 
portunities, we will enter upon a 
period of unprecedented prosper-

An Attack on U. 8S, Foreign Policy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE country’s newspaper pundits, war 

analysts, columnists and _ editorial 
gentry are either engaging in wishful 
thinking or are a passel of gullible 
fools. With notable exceptions, the ec- 
static drivel that poured forth on the 
emergence of Badoglio was sickening. 

On the basis of our flirtation with the 
“little King” and his bloody henchmen, 
all that Herr Hitler will have to do is 
gracefully to retire, the lesser lights of 
his regime tear up their Nazi member- 
ship cards, and we can again go on from 
there with “business as usual.” 

Is it any wonder that our only sensible 
European ally, Soviet Russia, stands 
aloof from our machinations with the 
Darlans, Francos, Mannerheims and the 
scum of decadent would-be rulers of the 
New Europe (the Hapsburg, Serb, Greek, 
etc., Kings) living in luxury in Wash- 
ington and London while their respective 
peoples suffer under the Fascist heel? 
Yet our imperialistic State Department 
gnaws its fingers and procrastinates in 
the recognition of the true representa- 
tive of the French Republic, the Com- 
mittee of Liberation, and looks the other 
way when Finnish-based bombers blow 
hell out of our merchant marine. 

If this trend continues, the Atlantic 
Charter will prove as farcical in its ap- 
plication. as Wilson’s famous Fourteen 
Points and the Treasury might as well 
begin issuing war bonds for World War 
III. Some newspapers had the effron- 
tery to report our “annoyance” with the 
thoroughly democratic manifesto issued 
by the Free Germans out of Moscow 
when here, for the first time, was THE 
practical use of the principles so flour- 
ishingly set down in the Atlantic Char- 
ter. In heaven’s name, let’s be done 
with noble-Rooseveltian declarations and 
clever Churchill phraseology for the edi- 
fication of posterity and deal with our 
stern present-day realities unequivocally, 
“hewing to the line” without compromise 
or dereliction. 

It is my prediction that a continuance 
of our present befuddled foreign policy 
will cause us to lose the friendship and 
support of the awakened masses in Eu- 
rope and Asia (as we are already jeop- 
ardizing our estéem with the French 
people) and, more dangerously close to 
home, this de facto acceptance of Fas- 
cism will certainly inspire our native 
100 per cent American varieties to in- 
creased sabotage of such small social 
gains as have been generated by the 
New Deal. 

Fortunately, the record indubitably 
shows Russia to be the only nation 
having a sane, liberal and humanitarian 
policy prior to and during this war. This 
giant bulwark of protection for “the little 
fellow” everywhere will have a powerful 
voice in postwar planning, notwithstand- 
ing the frenzied attacks of Fascist fel- 
low-travelers like McCormick of the Chi- 
cago Tribune to deny the Soviet Union 
its dominant role. 

Of course, such a statement obvious- 
ly becomes meat and drink for the Dies 
cabal and identifies the author as a 
deep Red in the same class, no doubt, 
with Capitalist Davies and Lawyer Will- 
kie. You would ‘be surprised, however, 
how many people here and in Great 
Britain share this view; and you don't 
have to be a disfranchised white trash 
down South or as slum-ridden Limey to 
believe so.

suggest that in. many cases these mis- 
takes are not made through laziness, 
carelessness or pure bedevilment. 

In a highly competitive business, the 


workmen are timed on these jobs so, 


closely that in many cases no allowance 
is made for the fatigue which is natural 
after the 12- and 14-hour days, six and 
seven days a week, Many men have 
worked for months, 

The inspectors are often very conscien- 
tious men who understand their work 
thoroughly and know what strain each 
piece must be able to stand. I know one 
with 25 years’ experience with fine tool 
work, who says the rough work passed 
is appalling. In his case, the production 
‘man over him is being ridden from the 
top for more and more production and 
insists that the work be passed. 

This may be the case in many fac- 
tories and it will not correct the problem 
if inspectors and workmen are discred- 
ited without some effort to find a solu- 
tion to the underlying cause.

RUSSIA’S ABSENCE FROM QUEBEC. 

While there may be some facile explanation of 
the failure of the United States and Britain to invite 
Russia to the Quebec conference—such as that the 
war in the Far East, in which Russia is not engaged, 
is to be discussed—the news gives rise to an uneasy 
feeling. 

Against a historic background of mutual distrust, 
the United States and Britain on the one hand, and 
Russia on the other, are moving toward an uncer- 
tain future. If their relations in the years ahead 
turn out to be only am extension of the mistakes of 
the past, the penalty may be tragic. They may be- 
come rivals in the making of the peace. They may 
not be able to act together to set up and maintain 
a new and firmer balance of power in Europe—and 
it seems plain that no less an authority than this 
triumvirate will be strong enough. Their division 
may prepare the way for an ambitious and unscrupu- 
lous power again to make a bid for European hege- 
mony with a cataclysmic war. 

In the hour of our need of Russia, we may ask 
ourselves how much she trusts us, and that is only 
another way of saying, How much trust have we 
deserved of her? Our history is our answer: “Not 
much.” 

More than two decades have passed during which 
democracy and Bolshevism have acted largely upon 
the mistaken notion they conceived when they first 
faced each other in 1917: the notion on the part of 
each that the other would soon go up in a puff of 
smoke, 

Russia’s estimate of the kind of treatment she can 
expect from the democracies in the future is‘bound 
to be based on her experience with them in the past. 
After the First World War, they’ denied her a seat 
at the peace table. They gave away much of her 
territory. They “quarantined” this radical new 
ideology by encircling Russia, as much as they could 
arrange it, with “buffer” states. 

In 1918, the United States, Great Britain and 
France invaded Russia and fought Red troops around 
Vladivostok and Archangel in an attempt to put down 
the revolution—an act of intolerable meddling with 
the internal affairs of a former ally. We gave our | 
tacit approval to the economic blockade which was | 
later set up with the intention of crushing Russia, 
and which resulted in the terrible famine of 1920-21, 
costing millions of Russian lives. 

The Soviet Government was insultingly not recog- 
nized by Great Britain and France till 1924, by the 
United States till 1933; Russia was not admitted to 
the League of Nations until 1934, and was expelled 
in 1939 for aggression against Finland. The expul- 
sion was another in the series of discriminations 
against Russia, for the League had taken no such 
action against Germany for thé Austrian anschluss, 
against Japan for invading China, or against Italy 
for aggression against Ethiopia. 

With this long record of deliberate, persistent dis- 
crimination against Russia, our offers of friendship 
now cannot but fall strangely on Russian ears. We 
must expect to be weighed, coldly and skeptically, 
not by what we say, but by what we do. We must 
expect Russia to keep some aces in the hole, and 
perhaps a few up the sleéve, just in case it turns out 
we haven't really had a change of heart and mean 
to keep Russian relations on a discrimination-as- 
usual basis. The organization, in Moscow, of a 
National German Committee and a National Polish 
Committee, was a brilliant political move which it 
seems likely will stand the Soviets in good stead 
in casé they decide to turn the tables and attempt to 
run the peace-making and reconstituted Europe 
pretty much without the democracies. 

For the democracies to earn Russian confidence, 
the hour is late, but there is still some time. They 
can show good faith by treating Russia as an equal 
partner in dealings with Italy. They can do it by 
forming a supreme council of war in which all the 
United Nations will be equal partners in the con- 
duct of the war, the making of the peace, and the 
maintenance of order in the postwar world. 

It must be an equality of partnership that is not 
a gracious condescension of the United States and 
Britain, but a matter of accepted course, based on 
honest respect for one another, and on devotion to 
simple justice; and so, unshakable. 
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OUR HAT! 

Their officers are having quite a time keeping the 
Wacs according to Hoyle in re hats. Regulations 
say the uniform headgear must be worn plumb. 
The Wacs—Lord love ’em—are tilting the things all 
out of-kilter and all into a state of utter fascina- 
tion. Being followed, apparently, by stern officers 
who wag a finger, say “Naughty,” and set the 
chapeau straight again. 

Of course it’s naughty. There are few things 
really, honestly naughtier than a hat perked to a 
saucy simper, tipped to a titillating triangularity, 
cocked to an absurd, a coy, a laughing feminine. 
A single blue eye—its partner in crime shadéd by 
a honey straw—peeking roundly above a red mouth 
the shape of an ooh, is the quintessence of wicked- 
ness. Beneath a demure veil, the same ensemble 
may not tell the beholder how high is the sky, but 
it will make evident to him how deep is depravity. 

It seems that if there were anyone who could 
wear wacky hats, it would be the Wacs. That sounds 
logical, in a phonetic kind of way. Yet contradict- 
ably, ironically and unbelievably, they’re the very 
ones who dasn’t. 
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A Syracuse man reported his wife has been miss- 
ing since 1932. One way to figure it out, of course, 
is that she has simply ceased to care 
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FOR CRIMINALS: HUMANE PUNISHMENT. 

Whatever the motive, Warden Kaiser acted proper- 
ly in abolishing at the Missouri penitentiary the 
practice of requiring prisoners to stand motionless 
on a line for hours as punishment for misbehavior: 
The method he hag substituted, forfeiture of good- 
time credits by which a sentence might be short- 
ened, is more humane and should be more effective. 

Gov. Donnell held hearings only a few weeks ago 
on charges of brutality in the punishment of pris- 
oners. There was testimony by prisoners that they 
had been beaten, made to “toe the line” for hours, 
and otherwise cruelly handled. 

There is no place in modern penal methods for 
dark-age beatings and torture. Prisoners confined 
in penal institutions physically are at the mercy of 
their guards. The brutal guard has the power, with 
or without the sanction of the Warden, to inflict all 
manner of cruel and inhumane punishment on those 
who are unruly or defiant. 

There are, of course, instances of rebellious pris- 
oners who have to be subdued by force. In a well- 
managed penal institution, such cases are rare and, 
even so, force may be applied with discretion. Most 
prisoners hope to gain freedom. The shortening of 


the sentence by good behavior, or the qualification 
for parole or commutation, is strong enough incen- 
tive to keep most prisoners on good behavior 

Warden Kaiser has made a good start toward re- 
form in prison methods. 
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THE GHOST STILL STALKS. 

The ghost of Edward Melendes continues to haunt 
the Governor, the police and the prosecuting author- 
ities of St. Louis. Just when the case seemed to be 
nicely buttoned up and filed away, following the 
whitewash report of the sixth grand jury to investi- 
gate it, Secretary of State Hull, acting on a request 
from the Mexican Ambassador, asks Gov. Donnell 
some pertinent questions about it. 

Secretary Hull wants the Governor to give him 
the underlying reasons for release of three city de- 
tectives from a manslaughter charge in connection 
with the death of Melendes, a Mexican, and he wants 
to know why it is that the three detectives were 
charged with manslaughter instead of murder. He 
wants this and other information so that he can reply 
to the protest made by the Mexican Ambassador. 

If there ever was a tacit conspiracy to cover up a 
local scandal, the Melendes case is it. Melendes died 
in a police cell after one of the most brutal and 
scientifically-administered beatings ever suffered by 
aman. The autopsy report of Dr. Downey Harris 
leaves no doubt that his death was caused from this 
beating and that it could never have been adminis- 
tered, as it whs once contended, by the fists of 
Melendes’ one-time cellmate, Andrew Brinkley. 

What sort of reply to Secretary Hull is Gov. Don- 
nell going to make? The Governor announces he 
will talk to Circuit Attorney Hennings and to police 
authorities and that he would probably send a copy 
of the latest grand jury report to the Secretary of 
State. Perhaps the Governor will also send a report 
from his Board of Police Commissioners, expressing 
the “firm conviction” that no policeman had beaten 
Melendes. | 

Secretary Hull will find the grand jury report a 
strange document. As the Post-Dispatch said in its 
editorial comment on it: “It is weak-kneed, feeble 
and wishy-washy. It wobbles from side to side in 
reaching the conclusion that no ground for indicting 
anybody could be found. It states that no corpus 
delicté (proof of death caused by the criminal agency 
of someone other than the deceased) could be estab- 
lished, and it clears the police of the charge that 
Melendes was fatally beaten while a prisoner in their 
custody. But then—and this is the crowning incon- 
sistency—it goes on with a long string of warnings 
calling for better treatment of prisoners by the 
police,” ’ 

We do not think it will add anything to interna- 
tional understanding for Mr. Hull to hand this report 
to the Mexican Ambassador, for it will only confirm 
his fears that the police beat Melendes to death and 
that the grand jury was afraid to meet the issue, 
Nor, with all respect to the Board of Police Com- 
missioners, who apparently have permitted loyalty 
to interfere with good judgment, is their “firm con- 
viction” concerning the innocence of the police worth 
much consideration. After all, Melendes did not die 
of boredom or old age. 

He was an unsavory character, this Melendes, a 
pander and a petty crook. So were his associates. 
They were of the scum of the St. Louis underworld. 
But Melendes was accused of no crime for which 
capital punishment is provided and, even if he had 
been, we hope the time has not come when capital 
punishment can be administered in a police station 
without benefit of American processes of justice. 

The Governor, the Police Board and Circuit Attor- 
ney Hennings should be convinced by this time that 
the Melendes case demands the kind of determined 
inquiry which will result in the punishment of the 
sadists who beat him to death. It is one thing to 
go through all the polite motions and another to 
follow the case to the end, no matter whom it 
touches. We have had a lot of polite motions but 
Secretary Hull’s interest in the case, from the stand- 
point of international relationa with Mexico, should 
inspire the authorities to quit fighting sham battles 
and go into the case for keeps. 

It would be a lot more wholesome, so far as the 
public attitude toward the police is concerned, if 
the case were broken open and the responsible per- 
sons punished. As it is, the community has drawn 
the conclusion that those responsible persons dre 
being protected. Meantime, the issue refuses to die 
and the issue, now as it always has been, is “Who 
killed Melendes?” 
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GOOD POLICE WORK. 

Once again the State Highway Patrol has justified 
itself as a police force. Its quick capture of the three 
former convicts who robbed a bank at Hawk Point 
demonstrates the wisdom of the Legislature in con- 
ferring on it the clear power to deal with criminals 
wherever they may be found in Missouri. 

Law enforcement would have suffered a serious 
setback if the Highway Patrol had been limited to 
enforcement of traffic and highway laws, as Attor- 
ney General McKittrick held that it should be under 
the statute which created it. The Hawk Polit case 
proves the value for general law enforcement of a 
highly mobile police force which can move about 
the State regardless of county lines and concentrate 
at any point where criminals are at work. 
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ON TAKING THE RATION CUT. 

There are two constructive responses Midwestern- 
ers can make to the announcement today that gaso- 
line rations are to be cut from four to three gallons, 
starting Sunday. 

They can avoid making a spectacle of themselves 
by rushing off to the nearest filling station as if 
a gallon of gasoline were the difference between 
life and death. The sensible procedure will be to 
buy gasoline as usual—but no more. 

They can accept the reduction with good grace. 
Our neighbors in the Eastern seaboard states have 
been taking it on the chin for many months now. 
They not only have received smaller rations than 
we shall have after the reduction, but they have also 
been subject to the most onerous and maddening 
restrictions upon the use of the little gasoline they 
did get. . Unless a trip could legally be proved to 
be for business purposes, they dared not make it 
without calling OPA for specific permission. Now 
the car owners in the HKastern seaboard states will 
get three-gallon rations, the same as the Midwest, 
and will be free to use the gasoline as they please. 

The change places no great hardship on us, and 
removes a considerable hardship from them. 
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Lady Astor says English women have been reduced 
to making dresses from things like great-grand- 
father’s hunting coat. From what we have seen of 
our pretty cousins, we strongly suspect it only looks 
that way.

Time Reviews the Melendes Case 


Edward Melendes died in a police cell on July 27, 1942; examina- 


tion of his body showed horrible bruises; three detectives indicted 
for manslaughter but acquitted on technicality; attempt made to

O one was outraged or even curious 

when a petty thief named Edward Me- 

lendes died in a cell at St. Louis Police 
Headquarters on July 27, 1942. A chunky, 
good-natured, shiftless Mexican, Melendes 
had been arrested three nights earlier in 
a raffish night club. He had admitted his 
part in a $40 robbery. His cellmate and 
partner in the crime, Andrew Brinkley, tes- 
tified at the perfunctory inquest that Me- 
lendes had fallen off his bunk, cracked his 
head on the concrete floor. The Coroner’s 
verdict: death caused by kidney disease 
and congestion of the brain, 


Newspapers recorded the death in a 
routine paragraph. The case might have 
ended there, but Melendes’ unclaimed body 
was sent to Washington University’s Med- 
ical School. Never had the university's 
pathologists seen such a battered, pulpy 
corpse, such a sea of hemorrhages. Bruises 
were almost uncountable. 


What Pathologists Found. 


Their autopsy showed that the entire 
body, from head to toes, had been pum- 
meled and beaten, on the ears and neck, 
forehead and temples, arms, hands, chest, 
kidneys, thighs, legs. Scarcely a spot was 
untouched; hardly a blood vessel intact. 
The doctors noted that many a bruise was 
the exact width of a police club. 


When results of the doctors’ post-mortem 
were published (the bruises took two and 
a half typewritten pages to list), St. Louis- 
ans demanded to know: had the police 
clubbed Melendes to death? 

Newspapers dug up a photograph of 
Melendes taken at the night club shortly 
before his arrest, showing him gaily cavort- 
ing with a strumpet. They published this 
side by side with the official police photo— 


fasten crime on Brinkley; sixth grand jury slapped police wrists.

a puffy, bloody, battered face. The Civil 
Liberties Committee rounded up Brinkley 
and two others arrested with Melendes— 
a pert little tart named Wanita Johnson 
and a soldier named Pvt. Edward Buck- 
shot. Safely away from police, all now 
swore that Melendes, a sullen prisoner; had 
been beaten unmercifully by police, with 
clubs, baseball bats. Said Brinkley: “They 
began beating him about 2 a. m. and kept 
it up until 7:30.” 


On their testimony, a grand jury, under 
the energetic prodding of Circuit Judge 
Harry F. Russell, finally indicted three de- 
tectives for manslaughter. (One of them 
had been cleared of a charge of prisoner 
beating in 1934.) 


From Outrage to Outrage. 


Then a fog came up. First the charges 
against the detectives were dismissed on 
a legal technicality. Then police reported 
finding two convicts who swore that Brink- 
ley had boasted he had killed Melendes in 
a fight in the cell. For a while Brinkley 
was hounded by police and FBI, charged 
with drait dodging, indicted for sexual per- 
version, perjury and, finally, for second- 
degree murder. 


Next came eminent physicians, who ex- 
amined bits of skin tissue under a micro- 
scope, cast doubt that violence alone had 
caused Melendes’ death. The Civil Liber- 
ties Committee, taking up Brinkley’s case, 
could now find no witnesses who remem- 
bered anything. 


Finally all except perjury charges against 
Brinkley were dropped. But last week a 
sixth grand jury completed the shoddy 
history, slapped police wrists, indicted no 
one. St. Louisans felt the case had gone 


full circle—from outrage to outrage. 


This War Is Not Yet Ended

HEN the Union Army retreated from 
its first battlefield in 1861, thousands 
of Southern soldiers went home in the mis- 
taken belief that the war was over. They 
thought that the war had ended at Bull 
Run—that there would be no more fighting. 
Of course, you are familiar with that 
story. It is mentioned here only because 
an astounding number of Americans think 
that the present war is just about won. 
Guadalcanal has been cleared of Japa- 
nese by Vandegrift and the marines. Rom- 
mel’s army has been destroyed in Africa. 
Axis troops by the regiment are ground- 
ing their arms in Sicily. The Ruhr is 
desolate and the streets of Rome are foul 
with the fumes of Allied cordite. Nazi 
lines are breaking on the plains of Russia. 
So many Americans are relaxing in their 
war effort because of their foolish belief 
that the day of victory has all but dawned. 


And while an over-sanguine people are 
relaxing in their effort, factory wheels are 
slowing down, Production is declining. The 
flow of planes and tanks to the front shows 
signs of diminishing. The sale of war bonds 
will diminish if this baseless belief in an 
early victory becomes more widely extend- 
ed. And before we know it we may find 
ourselves with a losing war on our hands. 

This war was not decided at Bizerte or 
Gela or Palermo or Guadalcanal or Tulagi. 
It has not been decided anywhere. Instead 
of having won the war, we have merely 
fought for the possession of military spring- 


boards from which we can launch lethal 
drives at the homelands of the enemy. The 
major part of our fighting thus far has 
been a struggle to get into positions where 
we can fight effectively. 

This war is far from won. In spite of 
a thousand signs of ultimate victory, we 
may be far indeed from the war’s Appo- 
mattox or Sedan. For aught we know, this 
may be that crucial hour in which relax- 
ation is perilous or even fatal. 


TREES GONE, SO IS TOWN.

its supply of timber is exhausted is 
forcefully illustrated in a brief news story 
from Electric Mills, Miss., which relates 
that that once thriving town is being torn 
down and shipped away. The story closes

after timber in the surrounding area was 
cut.” 

It might have been added that the town 
finally dwindled away and died a natural 
death. With the trees gone, the town also 
soon went into oblivion. 

It is true that this was a town built up 
entirely as a result of the lumbering opera- 
tions that had been developed there. But a 
sad fate can await any section where the 
timber is cut indiscriminately and no pro- 
vision made for reforestation and future 


supply. 


Some Advice by a Book-Lover 
On Gathering a Home Library 


“On the Gathering of a Library,” by Hal H. Smith, 
(Privately printed, Peter Pauper Press, Mound 
Vernon, N. Y.) 

ERE is an inviting book about the 

amenities of book “gathering” for «a 
home library, written by a genuine book 
lover. This volume itself should be con- 
sidered for inclusion in a library without 
the prejudice usually attached to privately- 
printed books. 

The author, a Detroit lawyer, shares the 
fun he has had in reading and collecting 
widely, with an emphasis on quality and 
the humanities. With due consideration for 
the many excellent reasons for collecting, 
Mr. Smith believes that as good a reason as 
any is an insurance against the staleness 
and loneliness of old age. He has bought as 
an amateur always, with the emphasis on 
the joy of reading and rereading old fa- 
vorites., 

You will find no first editions or fine 
bindings on his library shelves. However, he 
does confess a failing for association copies, 

His quest has been a spiritual one: “We 
want our library not only to educate our 
minds, but to fortify our souls. We want 
it to refresh our jaded spirits, stir our 
sympathies and, by bringing to us the 
Hopes and fears, the aspirations and de 
feats, the joys and sufferings of mankind, 
to make us wise and tolerant, brave and 
modest. We want it to teach us to be 
humane in the highest sense of the word.” 


A chapter on “Something About Cutting 
Down an Author” is sage advice about buy- 
ing only the best of a writer. There is ne 
author whose work is not uneven, 

The critics are given due attention. Para- 
graphs of several chapters testify to the 
value of measuring one’s personal appre- 
ciation by the ripened and expert judgment 
of the professional critic, with the final 
admonition that there are fashions in criti- 
cism and literature just as there are 
fashions,in clothes and architecture. 

With historical writings, we are re 
minded, readability should be combined 
with accuracy, and some histories are cele- 
brated for their erudite contents but are 
not easy book companions. As to poetry, 
here is good advice for any generation of 
readers: “A poem is also a work of art. 
It is quite true that there is some justifi- 
cation for a peremptory personal choice, 
but there must be some knowledge of its 
theory, of its structure, of its function be 
fore it can be read with full appreciation; 
before it can be properly judged.” Those 
looking for similar enlightening comments 
on other fields of knowledge may be dis- 
appointed. 

The author closes with a timely chapter 
on “The War and Our Library Gathering.” 
“We will fortify our intellectual life and 
freedom as the last trench from which we 
will retreat.” 

Much of what the author has written hag 
been said frequently and often very much 
better, but he does achieve a high degree 
of success in his avowed purpose “to prompt 
you to choose your own library.”

HOSPITAL CONDITIONS 
BEITER SAYS CAULHELD 


City Institution Practices Cor- 
rected After Dr. Wade's 
Criticism, He Finds. 


Director of Public Safety Henry 
S. Caulfield, after a visit to City 
Hospital, said today many of the 
conditions criticised in the annual 
report of Dr. Leo J. Wade, medical 


director, have been corrected and 
that contracts are being let for 
the painting and repairing of the 
old buildings which will put them 
in excellent. shape. 

Dr. Wade said in his report that 
the east and west wing of the 
administration building were un- 
fit for use; that it was “criminal” 
to allow bedpans to be washed in 
bathtubs, and that the nursing 
situation is “terrible.” 

Caulfield in his defense of the 
institution and its policies said 
“just before the war broke it was 
contemplated that these old hos- 
pital buildings would be completely 
modernized, but the impossibility 
of getting necessary materials and 
equipment has, so far, delayed us.” 
Contracts totaling $27,000 for 
painting and repairing are being 
let for City Hospital, while other 
contracts for rehabilitation work 
at other institutions totaling about 
$90,000 have been approved by the 
Board of Public rn Caulfield 
said 

“You may quote me as saying 
that there are no bedpans being 
washed in bathtubs in any part 
of City Hospital,” Caulfield said. 
He added that several months ago 
plumbers were doing a repair job 
in a 25-bed ward and that it was 
possible that an attendant during 
the two weeks the plumbing was 
torn out, may have washed a 
bedpan in the bathtub, “No such 
conditions exist now and every 
ward has ample and proper facili- 
ties for cleansing utensils,” the 
statement said, 

“I am informed by very com- 
petent authority that the person- 
nel per patient in the City Hos- 
pital is greater than in any other 
hospital in St. Louis, private or 
public,” Caulfield said. Salaries 
paid are commensurate with those 
paid in other hospitals, he added. 

Dr. Wade in a statement said 
his report had been interpreted 
as indicating he favors the use of 
some 500 empty beds at City Hos- 
pital for the care of private and 
semiprivate patients in competi- 
tion with private hospitals. “Noth- 
ing could be further from the 
truth,” he said. “Upon first com- 
ing to the hospital I insisted upon 
eliminating, insofar as _ possible, 
abuses of our privileges by those 
patients rightfully candidates for 
private hospitals.

Donnell Declines to Release 
Convict Under Pressure of 
Representative Wolf.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 13.— 
Gov. Donnell, for the second time, 
declined yesterday to grant a pa- 
role to Pat Farmer, Dunklin Coun- 
ty convict in the Missouri peniten- 
tiary, whose case figured in a de- 
mand by Representative C. T. Wolf 
of Ste. Genevieve County, that Don- 
nell act on the parole application 
before Wolf would permit a House 
committee, of which. he is chair- 
man, to consider a bill desired by 
the Governor. 

The Governor, who had no com- 
ment on his action, sent the Farm- 
er parole recommendation back to 


the State Board of Probation and 


Parole, which submitted it to Don- 
nell, with a notation, “declined” on 
the face of the. parole file. 

Wolf, chairman of the House 
committee on miscellaneous reso- 
lutions and business, has admitted 
that he recently sent word to the 
Governor's Secretary that if Don- 
nell wanted action on a- bill to 
create a research commission, in 
advance of the pending consti- 
tutional convention, “he better pro- 
duce some action on Pat Farmer’s 
parole.” The research commission 
bill, recommended by the Gover- 
nor, had passed the Senate. It 
died in Wolf's commiittee before 
the Legislature recessed last July 
16. ; 

Wolf, who was interested in ob- 
taining a parole for Farmer, said 
he sent the message by Represent- 


ative O. K. Armstrong of Spring- 
field, a supporter of the bill. Wolf 
said he had not indicated whether 
the parole action should be favor- 
able, but that he wanted some 
action on the application. 

Wolf said he desired the parole 
of Farmer, a barber, so the latter 
could go to work for a barber in 
Ste. Genevieve. Wolf also is a 
barber. Farmer is serving a 37 
year sentence from Dunklin 
County, from Sept. 14, 1934, for 
robbery of a grocery store. The 
Governor previously had declined 
to act on the Farmer parole appli- 
cation last April 22, before receiv- 
ing Wolf's message, and sent the 
file back to the Board of Probation 
and Parole. The board re-submit- 
ted the recommendation last 
June 1, 

After Wolf's demand was dis- 
closed the Governor announced he 
would consider Farmer’s case in its 
reguiar order, and solely on its 
merits, without regard to the ef- 
fect his action might have on any 
pending legislative bill,

BROADCASTERS FEAR 


Censorship Official Tells Cox 
Group Station Owners Hes- 
itate to Challenge Agency. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13 (AP).— 
Robert K. Richards, executive as- 
sistant for broadcasting in the Of- 
fice of Censorship, testified before 
a congressional subcommittee in- 
vestigating the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission today that “a 
great many radio station owners 
live in fear of the FCC.” 

He told the subcommittee of the 
Cox Investigating Committee that 
many station owners “hesitate to 
as | challenge the FCC, even when they 
know the FCC is exceeding its 
authority.” 

Richards gave his testimony in

In response to another question 
by Garey, Richards said “broad- 
casters who have talked to me fear 
mainly one division of the FCC.”

Richards replied in 
the affirmative. 

Richards said he could not spesk 
for the entire radio industry be- 
cause he was “not acquainted with 
radio as a whole.” He said he 
worked nine years in news depart- 
ments of radio stations and news- 
papers before becoming associated 
with the censorship office. 

Counsel for the congressional 
committee has sought to prove that

Backstage in Two Wars 
The ‘task whjch confronted Warner Bros., when they set 
to making a picture version of “THIS IS THE ARMY,” was, 
after all, a very simple one. The Irving Berlin musical revue, 
in stage form, was a darn-near perfect soldier show. Al} that 
ccg@ecwmm the Warners had to do was go 
w. * @@ ahead and make it perfect. 


Every effort has been expended 
in that direction. The film which 
got its big send-off at the Ambassa- 
dor Theater last night has the orig- 
inal Broadway, and St. Louis, cast. It 
retains the song numbers, the com- 
edy, the dance routines of the orig- 
inal. And something has been added, 
Not only Kate Smith, Joe Louis anda 
dozen or more Warner Bros, players, 
but a fancy promotion—street pa- 
rades, high-priced premieres, even 
realistic lobby decoration. So “This 
EVEN HAS TO BUY THE Is the Army” goes on its way to roll 

RING. up more receipts for Army Emer- 


gency Relief, which may profit by as much as 10 million dollars 
from stage and screen versions. 

Hollywood, of course, prefers to*tell a story when it has 
entertainment to present, so “This Is the Army,” on the screen, 
goes back to World War I, and to the production of Irving 
Berlin's first soldier show, “Yip, Yip, Yaphank,” in New York. 
Berlin does not take the credit but lets George Murphy come 
forth with all the inspirations. 

This new prelude lasts for possibly 55 minutes. In that 
time Gertrude Niesen has sung a new number, “Your Country 
and My Country,” some real women have danced in an edition 
of the Follies, Murphy has sung and danced, some flashes of 
World War I have been shown in Technicolor and another 
generation has grown up. 

In this second generation are Lt. Ronald Reagan, as a 
soldier unwilling to marry, Joan Leslie who eventually gets him, 
even though she has to buy the ring, and all the soldiers of 
“This Is the Army.” 


Still in the Spotlight 


That leaves about an hour to present “This Is the Army” 
as it was presented on Broadway on July 4, 1942, and in the Opera 
House here last December. Some clipping of the running time 
necessarily has taken place. Sgt. Julie Oshins, for example, who 
was the comic discovery of the original, gets far less oppor- 
tunity than he did on the stage. Some of the more delightful 
moments of the Stage Door Canteen number are out. 

But “This Is the Army” more than compensates. As a 
matter of fact, the first half of it, which wasn’t there at all 
before, has some new soldier jokes that were side-splitters for 
the men in uniform at yesterday afternoon's special preview, The 
preliminaries to the presentation of “This Is the Army” are 
described in interesting pictorial fashion, as talent is rounded 
up from building pontoon bridges, riding on half-tracks, string- 
ing telephone wires and repairing tanks. 

The vaudeville is there—the acrobats, the juggler and the 
comics. Although the show is presented, in the main, as a 
photograph of what was at the Opera House here and on the 
stages over the country, in several instances the staging is far 
more spectacular. This is particularly true of the Navy num- 
ber, in which Hollywood's idea men have really given them- 
selves rein, 

Repetition of the Irving Berlin song hits—“This Is the 
Army, Mr. Jones”, “Mandy”, “I Left My Heart at the Stage 
Door Canteen”, “I’m Getting Tired So I Can Sleep”, and the 
others—is most welcome. It should be apparent now that these 
are some of the memorable songs of World War II, for which 
editorial writers and columnists have been clamoring. Special 
tribute to Berlin, whose knack for melody made both “Yip, 
Yip, Yaphank” and “This Is the Army” possible, is paid, not only 
by his appearance in the film but in a dignified foreword, 
after Hollywood’s manner of honoring the Army and the Navy, 


when they also have co-operated. 


A Little More Spice, Please 


Whenever the worldly-wise Mr. Ernst Lubitsch has charge 
of a comedy, one wishes the Hays offiee staff would all go 
fishing. For the director of “The Smiling Lieutenant,” 
“Ninotchka” and other successes possesses an unequalled skill 
in revealing the frailties and vanities of the human race, He 
reveals them, moreover, in a way that only the frail and vain 
can fully understand. Impressionable youth is spared. 

His “HEAVEN CAN WAIT” at the Fox Theater is gay 
enough and affords a refreshing couple of hours in the theater. 
Its large amount of romance and devotion are tender and 
touching, but its peccadilloes could have been more numerous 
and possibly funnier, if the Hays office weren't so con- 
scientious. 

For “Heaven Can Wait” is the story of a roue—an aristo- 
cratic gentleman of the Nineties who liked the ladies from 
the first time he ever saw one of them. At the age of 10 or 12, 
he is giving a little girl a present of two beetles. At 15, he is 

out uncorking champagne with a French maid, At 26, he 
elopes with his cousin's fiancee. After 10 years of married 
life, he is buying diamond bracelets for somebody besides 
his wife. After 25 years of married life, he is paying off a 
chorus girl—for his son. And on his deathbed, he gets a 
temperature of 110 when a blonde nurse comes into the room. 

In the role of well-bre@ wolf, Don Ameche is quite satis- 
factory and makes a most dapper and handsome old man. 
Gene Tierney plays his beloved wife, Laird Cregar, Charles 
Coburn, Spring Byington and Allyn Joslyn are others in a 
generally competent cast. 

“GALS, INCORPORATED,” with Leon Errol as another 
gay old dog, is the second feature at Fox. Other new features 
of the week are the horror-filled but effective “HITLEH’S 
MADMAN” and slap-happy “PRAIRIE CHICKENS,” at the 
Orpheum. 


Boysky-Meets-Girlsky 


Most of the Russian films exported to this country have 
paid so little attention to love that one. wondered if our 
Soviet friends had ever heard of this Great American Motive.

Recipes for Tomato Juice 


and Catsup 


ATSUP, juice, sauce, chili; 

there are canning ways galore 

for the tomatoes that are ripen- 
ing now in our gardens. They will 
all be zestful and healthful addi- 
tions to next winter’s meals. Some 
of them are “swifties” in canning, 
others take quite a bit of time for 
the making. The bigger the va- 
riety on your food storage shelves, 
the better you'll be pleased next 
winter when you will have for- 
gotten the work and are enjoying 
the good results. 

Tomato juice tops the list for 
canning ease. The trick of pre- 
serving the vitamins is to work 
fast once you have started and 
to simmer but never boil the to- 
matoes. Fully ripe tomatoes prom- 
ise rich, red color, like-fresh flavor 
and most vitamins. What to do? 
First, wash and sterilize your jars 
and get the lids ready. Next, wash 
the tomatoes in cold water and cut 
off all green and bad spots. 

x « ® 


Cut the tomatoes into a sauce- 
pan and let them simmer until 
they are goft. No boiling, remem- 
ber! Press them through.a fine 
sieve, food mill or colander into 
another saucepan. Add one tea- 
spoon salt for each quart of juice 
and reheat at once. When the 
juice comes to the boiling point, 
pour it immediately into the hot 
sterilized jars and screw on the 
lids, That’s all. No processing is 
required. 

When the jars are cooled, store 
them in a cool dark place so that 
the light won't steal the vitamins 
away. If you like spicy tomato 
juice, add the seasonings just be- 
fore serving. That way makea for 
brighter color and better flavor. 

Recipes for chili, catsup, etc., 
are often somewhat confusing. 
Sometimes the amount of tomatoes 
to use is given in pounds, some- 
times by bushel or peck measure, 
and sometimes by the count of to- 
matoes with no notes as to size. 
Weight of tomato measures varies. 
For instance a bushel may weigh 
from 50 to 65 pounds. But don’t 
worry. Catsup making isn’t like 
cake baking. None of the condil- 
ments or flavor-enrichers are al- 
ways of the same strength but 
somehow results are excellent. 
Some of the spices have the 
tendency to turn the tomatoes 
dark. Eye appeal is sufficiently 
important to good taste to make it 
wise to leave out cloves, allspice 
and bay leaves, etc., in some cases. 
To heighten color and pep-up 
flavor, red peppers are the chef’s 
choice for tomato concoctions, 

Here’s a tomato sauce recipe 
that’s the “making” of grand spa- 
ghetti dishes, Spanish rice, tangy 
stews and a fine addition to gra- 
vies, soups and salad dressings. It 


starts out as a peck of tomatoes 
and boils down to a few pints, to 
save space on your storage shelves. 

You'll need: One peck (about 16 
pounds) of sound red tomatoes, 
four bay leaves, three medium size 
onions, four medium size carrots, 
one-fourth cup brown sugar, one- 
half cup celery seed, six teaspoons 
salt, one-half teaspoon red pepper 
or two ripe red peppers. 

By cooking down the juice and 
pulp separately, ag this recipe sug- 
gests, you save time and preserve 
more of the bright tomato color. 
The carrots, onions and brown 
sugar help along to good consist- 
ency as well as to bring out the 
full tomato flavor. 

Let’s get going! Wash the to- 
matoes in cold water and cut away 
any green or bad spots. Wash and 
peel the oniong and carrots, wash 
the peppers and remove the seeds, 
Put the cut up tomatoes, onions, 
carrots and peppers on to simmer 
in a large open kettle. When the 
tomatoes are soft, turn the mixture 
into a food mill or colander and 
let the almost colorless juices drip, 

Make a little bag of three thick- 
nesses of cheesecloth for the bay 
leaves and celery seed and tie it 
securely. Drop the spice bag into 
the juices in a large open kettle 
and put it on the stove to boil 
briskly. It will take time now for 
the juice to boil down to one-third 
or one-fourth even, of the original 
quantity. You can go about your 
work as the juice boils. Only an 
occasional stirring is needed for 
the juice is not likely to stick. 


x * * 

When the juice has boiled down 
to about one-third the quantity 
you put on to cook, press the pulp 
through the food mill and put it 
into an open kettle to simmer 
slowly. If it has “sticking tenden- 
cies,” stir it quite often. 

We're close to bottling time now, 
so while our two pots are boiling 
let’s thoroughly wash six pint jars 
and fill them with boiling hot 
water. Scald the lids, the wide- 
mouthed funnel and the long han- 
died ladle, so that everything will 
be at hand. 

Take the herb bag from the ket- 
tle of boiling juice and pour the 
juice into the simmering pulp. 
Now add the salt, sugar and 
ground red pepper or cayenne if 
you did not use ripe red: peppers 
in the original mixture, 

Is the sauce as thick as you like 
it? You may want to let it boil 
a while longer. While the fragrant 
sauce is bubbly hot, ladle it quick- 
ly into the clean, hot jars to with- 
in one-half inch of the top.

Some people think of the Jewish 
people as a race. Others think 
of them purely as ae religious 
group. But in Europe the hard- 
ships and persecution which they 
have had to endure for the past 
few years, have tended to bring 
them together in a group which 
identifies itself with every simi- 
lar group, regardless whether the 
tie is religious or racial.

The Jews are like all the other 
people of the world, There are 
able ‘people among them, there 
are courageous people among 
them, there are people of extraor- 
dinary integrity and: people of 
great beauty and great charm. 

On the other hand, largely be- 
cause of environment and eco 
nomic condition, there are peo- 
ple among them who cringe, who 
are dishonest, who try to take 
advantage of their neighbors, who 
are aggressive and unattractive. 
In other words, they are a cross 
section of the human race, just 
as is every other nationality and 
every other religious group. 

But good or bad, they have suf- 
fered in Europe as has no other 
group. The percentage killed 
among them in the past few years 
far exceeds the losses among any 
of the United Nations in the bat- 


tles which have been fought 
throughout the war. 

Many of them, for generations, 
considered Germany, Poland, Rou- 
mania and France their country 
and permanent home. This same 
thing might happen to any other 
group, if enough people ganged up 
against it and decided on persecu- 
tion. It seems to me that it is 
the part of common sense for the 
world as a whole to protest in its 
own interest against wholesale per- 
secution, because none of us by 
ourselves would be strong enough 
to stand against a big enough 
group which decided to treat us in 
the same way. We may have our 
individual likes and dislikes, but 
this is a question which far tran- 
ascends prejudices or inclinations, 

It means the right of survival of 
human beings and their right to 
grow and improve. You and I may 
be hated by our neighbors, but if 
we know about it we try to change 
the things within us which brought 
it about. That is the way civilized 
people develop, Murder and anni- 
hilation are never a satisfactory 
anewer, for the few who escape 
grow up more bitter against their 
persecutors and a day of reckon- 
ing always comes, which is what 
the story of Moses in the bulrushes 
teaches us. 

I do not know what we can do 
to save the Jews in Europe and 
to find them homes, but I know 
that we will be the sufferers if we 
let great wrongs occur without 
exerting ourselves to correct them.

Here’s my favorite catsup recipe 
that has an old-fashioned touch 
with the addition of green apples. 
I think they add an extra some 
thing in tangy flavor and in the 
smoothness of the catsup consis- 
tency, Here’s what you'll need: 
one peck (16 pounds) of ripe, red 
tomatoes, 12 green apples, two red 
peppers, four onions, two cups 
sugar, two tablespoons salt, three 
teaspoons mustard, two cups vin- 
egar, one teaspoon paprika. 

Wash the tomatoes and cut away 
all green or bad spots, Core and 
cut up unpeeled apples. Put the 
quartered tomatoes, apples, onions 
and peppers on to boil in a large 
uncovered kettle. When the mix- 
ture is soft, put it through a col- 
ander or food mill. Put the sieved 
mixture on to simmer in a large 
kettle. Stir occasionally so that it 
does not stick as it boils down to 
catsup consistency, 

In about three-fourths of an 
hour, add the sugar, yinegar, salt, 
mustard and paprika to the mix- 
ture and let it continue slow boil- 
ing. Now it is time to wash the 
jars or bottles, and set them on 
the stove to boil and sterilize. Get 
the lids ready also, and the ladle. 

While the catsup is boiling hot, 
ladle it into the sterilized jars and 
seal immediately. No processing is 
necessary. If you use bottles, be 
gure that you have, properly fit- 
ting lids or corks for them. Seal 
the corks with sealing wax for 
storing safety. Jars and the regu- 
lar canning lids are simpler to 
use, Then you may use an at- 
tractive container for the catsup 
when it comes to the table.

Often Depend 
On Individual

HE pronouncements of the Na- 
T tional Research Council on Nu- 

trition are getting to sound a 
good deal like radio commercial 
continuity. They discuss only one 
side of the question, and if you 
will follow this advice absolutely 
and not pay attention to any other 
talk, all your children and depend- 
ents will be perfectly healthy and 
happy. 

Now it jypst so happeng that in 
the field of nutrition there are in- 
dividual differences between men 
and women, women and women, 
and men and men. This fellow 
may get along all right on the Na- 
tional Nutrition Council’s daily al- 
lowance for protein, while the 
other fellow is miserable on it. 
And both would be eating per- 
fectly healthful diets for them if 
they could get what they want. 

The rigid demands made for the 
daily amount of vitamins to be 
eaten is based on no scientific 
data whatever. No scientist on 
earth knows what the minimum 
daily amount of vitamin C-to keep 
you healthy is. It was recently 
pointed out that the symptoms of 
deficiency of the vitamin, ribo- 
flavin, which have been discussed 
at such length probably do not 
exist at all or are due to many 
causes, not just riboflavin defi- 
ciency. So when you start out to 
follow a rigidly scientifically cal- 
culated diet which has worked all 
right for John Doe in the labora- 
tory, it may not suit you, Thomas 
Jefferson Adams Jackson, at all.

ONE OF THE fundamental er- 
rors of highly scientific boards is 
that the members are used to ap- 
plying animal! experiments directly 
to human conditions, They do not 
always fit. The experimenters 
might know this because their 
common laboratory animals can- 
not be used for the same experi- 
ments at all. The common labora- 
tory animals are the rat, the 
guinea pig and the rabbit. 

The rat has always been a scav- 
enger, eats everything, lives in 
filth and with disease, and you 
can hardly infect him with any- 
thing in the way of a germ, but 
he melts and moults and withers 
and gets scabby at any removal of 
vitamins from his diet. 

The guinea pig, on the contrary, 
being for ages used to getting all 
its vitamins from a monotonous 
diet, igs pretty resistant to vitamin 
deficiency experiments, but curls 
up when any infection hits him; 
so he is a good bacteriological ex- 
perimental animal. The rabbit is 
sort of betwixt and between on 
both of these, but you knock him 
for a loop on reproductive experi- 
ments,

THE RESULTS of al! the labo- 
ratory work on these diverse: ani- 
mal]ls is applied to man as if there 
were no differences between them. 
If nothing else, there is a differ- 
ence in size between man and 
these animals. The reverse would 
be if a laboratory had devoted it- 
self to experiments on a wild boar, 
a bear and a mastodon and the ex- 
perimenters came rushing in, bug- 
eyed, to apply the results to you 
and me and our little girls and 
boys. 

They might not be analogous. 
The charting of the food require- 
ments as put out by the National 
Nutrition Board are all right, but 
don’t get discouraged if everybody 
in your family doesn’t follow 
them.

Now, 
as you can see, I was squarely up 
against it. After some thought, [ 
decided to play for a division of 
honors, therefore I took the jack 
with the king and then let the 10 
spot ride through West. East won 
with the blank queen, and down [ 
went. 

“Question: Was there any way, 
either by inference or a safety 
play, that I should have known to 
play the trump suit without the 
loss of a trick? Yes, I know 6 
no trump was cold.” 

Declarer should have guessed the 
true position of trumps and ful- 


‘filled his contract. East’s play of 


the heart jack had been a dead 
give away that he held the Q-J 
alone — this, of course, assuming 
that East was an average or better 
player, Let me prove this state- 
ment: 

Suppose East’s trump holding 
had been one of the following: (a) 
The jack alone; (b) the J-x; (c) 
the Q-J-x. In case (a), East's lead 
of the jack would be atrocious be- 
cause, for all East could tell, de 
clarer’s heart holding might be 
headed by Q-10-9, and the lead of 
the jack would clear up the situa- 
tion and take all the guess out of 
it. 

In possibility (b), the lead of the 
jack would be even worse. West 
might hold either the K-x or the 
Q-x-x of hearts. If East let the 
suit alone, ‘declarer would have to 
lose a trump trick, whereas the 
lead of the jack would give de 
clarer the opportunity to guess 
right and clear up the suit without 
loss. 

In position (c), the lead of the 
jack by East would be unthink- 
able, in that it would jeopardize 
the sure setting trick. 

Thus, if East had any conception 
of good defense, he would not have 
led the heart jack from any hold- 
ing except Q-J alone, and his idea 
in this case would be that his best 
chance to take a trump trick was 
@ try to throw dust in the de 
clarer’s eyes.
